A. Mr. Corridan reported on the status of the Digital Archives Project. 

(www.digitalarchives.in.gov)  A template to fill in information has been 
created, and federal death records have been uploaded on the site.  The State 
will now be able to upload other records at no charge.  Mr. Corridan stated 
that the site will hopefully be ready to publish to the web in three months.  
Curt Witcher suggested that the new website can be advertised to the media 
in conjunction with other public events, such as Lincoln’s birthday.  Mr. 
Corridan stated that there would also be a link to the site from Inspire, 
Indiana’s Virtual Library. 

B. Mr. Corridan reported that he met with the Governor Daniels’ Chief of Staff 
about the possibility of hiring an Electronic Archivist to oversee Electronic 
Records in the State.  Mr. Corridan believes that the position will be created 
in the next few months, funded by the money received from micrographics 
purchases. 

C. Mr. Corridan gave an update and asked for input on the SHRAB regional 
conferences.  He mentioned that Society of Indiana Archivists (SIA) were 
interested in working as a partner in the conferences.  Mr. Corridan has been 
in contact with SIA’s president-elect, Kate Cruikshank in regards to this 
matter.  Mr. Corridan asked for suggestions on filling speaker roles.  Curt 
Witcher and Steve McShane offered to help with filling out the program and 
advertising in their respective areas.
